"In the absence of a request by 


the petitioner that he be sentenced, 
the court by the terms of the statue 
had no jurisdiction to sentence 
him."

Douglas in 1918. 


The main ground on which the 


high court sustained Judge Aarons 
was that Hampel did not make the 
contents of the letter a part of the 
complaint and there was nothing to 
show whether the letter actually re-

plaintiff. 


Will of Electorate 


• Justice Fairchild said that the 
corrupt 
practices 
act, literally 


"construed, requires removal from 
office for any technical violation, 
such as the false statement charge 
preferred by Hampel, but that an- 
other section of the statute requires 
"consideration whether the will of 
the electors was affected. 


"Nothing is more important in a

The decision said that the "love 


pirate" reference comes within the

validate Mitten's election. 


It added that failure to plead the 


contents of the letter as part of the 
Hampel complaint raised the ques- 
tion whether the letter could not 
properly have been sent or that the 
sending of it would be evidence of 
bad moral character. 


"We are not now concerned with 


the niceties involved in the con- 
duct of a political campaign." Jus- 
tice Fairchild said.

By Fogelsong in

Pruning 
Is 


Termed 'Butchery" by 


Landscape Engineer 


Improper pruning and unneces- 


sary destruction of trees by both 
public and private v agencies, prac- 
tices which detract from the beauty 
of a city and nullify years of care- 
ful work, were analyzed and criti- 
cized by L. Earl Fogelsong. Green 
Bay landscape engineer, at a meet- 
ing of the Appleton Lions'club yes- 
terday noon at the Conway hotel 
Members of the park board were 
present. 


Fogelsong is former superintend- 


ent of parks at Green Bay and the 
originator of the tree planning pro- 
gram 
which has been eminently 


successful in that city. He illustrat- 
ed 
yesterday's talk 
with slides, 


some of them showing streets in 
Appleton where valuable trees have 
berii killed, permanently injured, 
and defaced. 


Terming such practices "criminal 


negligence" and "butchery", Fogel- 
song said: "We put a stop, to it at 
Green Bay. but there is nothing 
that can be done unless "you have 
an ordinance covering it. We now 
make it necessary for persons to 
have permits before they may do 
any pruning or cutting of trees in 
the city." 


Not only has Green Bay^ tree 


planning program saved many'trees 
now standing but. has heightened 
interest in the planting of others, 
he said. Last year there were 1,07( 
trees planted in that city. Permits 
for pruning were issued first in 1932 
and 69 were made out that year in 
Green Bay. Last year more than 
1,700 were issued. 


The Green Bay landscape engi- 


neer has been hired by the Apple- 
ton park board as a consultant on 
park planning for this city. 


Fogelsong declared yesterday that 


cities "are judged by tourists driv- 
ing through and by visitors on their 
appearance and trees are as im- 
portant a part of community ap- 
pearance as anything else." 


Only one kind of tree should be 


planted on a street, the landscape 
engineer said. The trees should be 
planted in straight rows, equal dis- 
tances apart, and should be of the 
same 'size. 


Careless pruning of trees threat- 


ens their longevity 
as much as 


characteristic tree diseases, Fogel- 
song said. Once a cut is made in a 
tree, the owner should be careful 
to waterproof and weatherproof the 
open section to keep out parasites.

Seek Redefinition 


Under the leadership of the Wis- 


consin League of Municipalities, 
state municipal leaders are drawing 
up a program to redefine municipal 
home rule powers under the state 
laws and the 14 year old amend- 
ment to the state constitution. It 
hopes thus to "salvage some cow- 
ers for municipalities". 


Principal grievance of state mu- 


nicipalities (there are in Wisconsin 
145 cities and 360 incorporated vil- 
lages) is the steady increase in state 
legislation which imposes duties on 
city governments, and adds a fi- 
nancial burden in carrying them 
out. 


Added to this dissatisfaction is 


the fact that the state 
supreme 


court in recent years has interpret- 
ed the home rule amendment rath- 
er narrowly, so that today munici 
palities are not enjoying the free- 
dom from state restrictions which 
they imagined they would when 
they wrote the amendment in 1920 
and succeeded in pushing it over 
the formidable hurdles which face 
constitutional changes. 


Under the present law and judi- 


cial interpretations, according to 
municipal leaders, home rule is be- 
coming less and less a practical pos- 
sibility. While many of the evils of 
legislative meddling which plagued 
local officials before 1924 are no 
longer present, municipalities feel 
that they still do not have the mea- 
sure of. autonomy to which they are 
entitled. 


2-Way Program 


League action in the problem will 


probably take two directions. One 
will be a series of test cases before 
the state supreme court which will 
;seek further determination of the 
'status of municipal powers.

second will probably be a legisla- 
tive program to be presented to the 
next legislature in January. 


While the issue is rather academ- 


ic, Frederick N. MacMillin, secre-

There are many in the United Stales 


" today who will say that Lord Macauley's 


prediction regarding the fate of the United 
States, penned in a letter to the Hon. 
H. S. Randall of New York in 1857, has 
already come true, 


Wrote Macauley: 


••You are surprised to learn that I 


have not a high opinion of Mr. Jef- 
ferson, and I am surprised at your 
surprise. 1 am certain- thot I never 
wrote a line, and that I never in par- 
liament in conversation, or even on 
the hustings — a place where it is the 
fashion to court the populace — uttered 
a word indicating the opinion that the 
supreme authority in a state ought to 
be intrusted to the majority of citi- 
zens told by the head; in other 
words, to the poorest and most ignor- 
ant part of society. I hax'-j long been 
convinced 
that institutions 
purely 


democratic must,, sooner or later, de- 
stroy liberty or civilization, or both. 


"In Europe, v where the population is 


dense, the effect of such institutions 
would be almost instantaneous. . . . 
Either the -poor would plunder the 
rich, and civilization would perish, or 
order and property would be saved 
by a strong military government, and 
liberty would perish, i You may think 
that your country enjoys an exemption 
from these evils. I will.! frankly own 
•to you that I- am 'of -a very different 
opinion. Your fate I believe to be cer- 


~~ tain, though it is deferred by a physical 


cause. As long as you have boundless 


, extent of fertile and unoccupied land, 
your laboring population will be far 
mora at ease than the laboring popula- 
tion of the Old World; and while this 
is the case the Jeffersonian policy may 
continue to exist without causing any 
fatal calamity. But the time will come 
•when New England will be as thickly 


< populated as Old England. Wages will 


be as low, and will fluctuate as with 
us 
, 
"Through such seasons (depressions) 


the United States will have to pass. 
, ' How will you pass through them? I 
; heartily wish you a good deliverance. 


But my reason and wishes are at war, 
and I cannot help forboding the worst. 
It is quite plain that your government 
will never be able to restrain a dis- 
stressed and discontented majority. 
For you the majority ^is the govern- 
ment and nas the rich, who are always 
a minority, absolutely at its mercy. The 
da}- will come when, in the state of • 
New York, a multitude of people. 
none of whom had more than half a 
breakfast, or expects to have more 
than half a dinner, will choose the 
legislature. Is it possible to doubt what 
sort of a legislature will be chosen? 
On one side is a statesman preaching 
patience, respect for vested rights. 
strict observance of public faith. On 
the other side is a demagogue ranting 
about the tyranny of capitalists and 
userers, and asking why 
anybody 


should be permitted to drink champ- 
pagne, or to ride in a carriage while 
thousands of honest people arc in want 
of necessities? Which of the two can- 
didates is likely to be preferred by a 
workman who hears his children cry 
for bread? I seriously apprehend that 
you will, in some such season of ad- 
versity as I have described, do things 
which will prevent prosperity from re- 
turning: that you will act like some 
people in a year of scarcity; devour 
all the scedcorn, and this make the 
next year, not a year of scarcity, but 
of absolute failure. There will be. I 
fea • spoliation. The spoliation will in- 
crease distress. The distress will pro- 
duce fresh spoliation. There is nothing 
to stay you. Your Constitution is all 
sail and no anchor. As I said before, 
when society has entered on this down- 
ward progress, either civilization cr 
liberty must perish. 
Either 
some 


Ceasar or Napoleon will seize the 
reins of the government with a strong 
hand, or your republic will be as fear- 
fully plundered and laid waste by bar- 
barians in the twentieth century as the 
Roman Empire was in the fifth; with 
1his difference, that the Huns and Van- 
dals who ravaged the Roman Empire 
came from without, and that your 
Hurs and Vandals will have been en- 
gendered within your country by your 
own institutions." 
"Lord 
Macauley's 
conclusions were 


probably correct for the basis upon which 
he constructed his predictions. But there 
•were two big factors which he could not 
foresee. 


A One was the fact that as the landed 


frontier of America was. consumed and 
closed, there would arise in this country 
a new frontier, that of industry, -which 
was to maintain a high standard of wages 
for the working man and give him an- 
other .field in which he could grow and 
advance. 


The second was the fact that in Ameri- 


ca-, was to arise a system of public edu- 
cation not even approximated- in any other 
country "in the world, a system that was 
.to banish illiteracy among its, populace 
a'ridft make humans 'of its citizens rather 
than ^animals' ruled, by, mob action.

Lord Macauley's "forecast should be 


taken today not as a prediction come true, 
but as a stern warning of what may hap- 
pen should the citizens of the United 
States become "ax in guarding their one 
greatest heritage, liberty, and discard 
their one great -trait, individualism, the 
power to think and act\for themselves. 


And it is a warning to a people ade- 


quately equipped to understand it to the 
fullest. 


JAPAN DIVIDED 


Japanese unity has been exaggerated 


by many outside observers. The unani- 
mity which seemed to prevail at the be- 
ginning of the present war is vanishing, 
and perhaps was never real. The people 
very likely were swept by a wave of pa- 
triotic loyalty when the war began, as 
they would be in any other country, but 
their hearts were not in it. As the elec- 
tions had shown, popular sentiment was 
liberal, even radical, and had steadily gone 
against the government. The war seems 
to have been started largely to distract 
attention from home troubles and to en- 
force loyalty. 


Now, with the war dragging on much 


longer than the military leaders prom- 
ised, casualties rising and costs increasing, 
both parliament and people seeem to be 
rebelling. 
Gerold Eckelmann, an expert 


on Far East affairs, tells news men in 
New York that there is actual danger of 
a Communist revolution in Japan, and it is 
mainly by internal Japanese troubles that 
China will be saved. 


"The situation in Japan," he says, "is 


curious and perhaps unprecedented in his- 
tory. The army is trying to set up a 
dictatorship and has virtually made a 
figurehead of the emperor. The navy is 
opposed to the army. The industrialists 
don't like either, and may help the work- 
ers when the revolution comes." 


This view helps to explain the sus- 


tained morale of the Chinese government 
and army in spite of their defeats. And 
if it is true, or even half true, it suggests 
that American alarm about the apparent 
menace of Japanese militarism mty be 
much exaggerated. 


STAMPS 


Postmaster-General Farley' has an- 


nounced a complete revision of the regu- 
lar series of postage stamps, the first since 
J922. The new series "will commemorate 
terms of the President in chronological 
sequence." 


Whether this means that the stamps 


will bear the portraits of the Presidents 
from George Washington on, as would 
be assumed ordinarily, is not clear. The 
present postmastership 
has 
shown an 


amazing fertility in varying stamp de- 
signs, so that it wouldn't be surprising to 
see the chief executives represented by 
a series of buildings, monuments, land- 
scapes, lodge emblems 
or 
astrological 


symbols of their nativities. 


This is what comes of having a philat- 


elist for top postmaster and another for 
chief executive. But the other philatelists, 
who seem to make a national majority 
now, don't seem to mind. 


Some of us may note with regret the 


passing of the American Indian, the Gold- 
en Gate, Niagara Falls, the Statue of Lib- 
erty, the Buffalo, the Goddess of Free- 
dom and other familiar engravings, from 
the northeast corner of our letters. But 
variety is the spice of correspondence and 
philately must be served. 


UNEASY MONEY 


"Picture a person with one hand in 


his pocket, bulging with 
money, 
and 


scratching his head with the other, and 
you have a pretty fair description of the 
present predicament of many investors," 
writes a financial editor. ''Whether to buy 
stocks, commodities or real estate as an 
inflation hedge, or any number of other 
securities of a different type, or to con- 
tinue to uait for some tangible evidence 
of the future, is puzzling many throughout 
the country just now." 


Most of us will say at once that, while 


we have worries enough, we're rather free 
from this particular worry, because our 
pockets are not "bulging with money." 
Yet there may be many such. And just 
now they would probably not go wrong 
if they invested moderately in any of the 
three—stocks, commodities or real estate. 
Tiicre is very good economic support for 
the belief that this recession is not going 
lower, and business is going to turn up 
som:: time this year, and there are good 
times ahead. 


If any investor, instead of merely look- 


ing out for him?clf, is interested also in 
performing a public service, he would 
probably do well to buy goods or com- 
modities in particular, because that quick- 
ly stimulates industry and makes work.

RURAL FIRE TRUCKS 


Editor Post-Crescent: I am ap- 


proached frequently as to the pos- 
sibility and efficiency of fire truck 
service in rural or farming com- 
munities. 


Some of our cities and villages of 
our county have rendered our rural 
communities 'fairly good service 
with their fire fighting equipment; 
however such service was far from 
being efficient for several reasons. 
In most cases their fire trucks are 


not practical or efficient in rural 
communities where the- water sup- 
ply is limited; furthermore their 
equipment 
is only estimated to 
serve their municipally and it will 
endanger 
their own property if 


taken outside of then limits. 


Apparently the most efficient fire 


fighting system available for rural 
communities can only be accom- 
plished by one or more townships 
purchasing a fire truck equipped 
with a large booster tank to meet 
rural requirements, which should 
be housed and managed at the best 
centralized city, village or business 
locality located in the district pur- 
chasing the truck. 


Several municipalities of Outa- 


gamie county deserve compliments 
as pioneers for creating efficient 
voluntary • rural fire departments 
and purchasing the proper fire 
trucks. 


Apparently it will be a ctcp in

Yesterday I published a 
letter 


which described .a very unusual 
type of preemptive trap. A player, 
with a very fine hand and with dis- 
tribution the precise opposite of 
what it usually should be. to war- 
rant: a shutout 
bid., deliberately 


opened with three spades on a four 
card suit.' His reason for doing this 
was that he had as an opponent a 
player who regarded, shutout bids 
as a bull does a red flag. 
As per 


his usual practice, this opponent 
rushed into the trap, with a four 
heart overcall, was met with a 
double, and was defeated to the 
tune of 2,000 points. 


The following letter describes the 


result of an orthodox preemptive 
bid: 


"Dear Sir: You have preached so 


much on the desirability of making 
it difficult for the opponents to 'get 
to-gether* in their- bidding -that 1 
am sure you will be interested in 
the inclosed hand:

tive bid. As you will note, if Easi 
and West had been permitted to 
:'get together' and exchange ' suff i- 
cient . information they .-probably 
would have reached a. small slam in 
hearts. As a matter .of fact, due 
to the good break iri the diamond 
•suit, thirteen tricks -would, have 
been a laydown at hearts and, al- 
though the grand slam could not 
have been bid, even a small slam 
would have been bad enough from 
the viewpoint of partner and self

A summary of the need lor 
federal aid lor education as outlin- 
ed by Dr. Reeves was presented by 
Mr. Younger. 


The Reeves report proposes that 


states should be given certain out- 
right grants for certain educational 
services.

Special federal aids, all to be set 


up in social lunds, would include 
training teachers, rehousing rural 
schools, administering state depart- 
ments of education, administering 
the United States Office of Educa- 
tion into an agency of .research and 
leadership, assisting in adult educa- 
tion, libraries, vocation education, 
and

forming a national 


youth service to take over the work 
ol the CCC camps and youth ad- 
ministration.

Economic System

Washington— Writing a new tax 


law is not a particularly interesting 
task for the general public to watch 
because it involves so many tech- 
nical- questions, but there's one 
thing any school 
child - can 
un- 


derstand about 
the way the ad- 
ministration 
is 
conducting it- 
self with refer- 
ence to new tax 
legislation, and 
that's the amaz- 
ing indifference 
prevalent here 
to the idea of 
c u t t i n g the 
cloth to fit the 
garment 


Once a vicious tax. clause is elim- 


inated—such as the tax on thrift 
and prudence—the industry experts 
proclaim loudly that $40.000,000 in 
revenue has been "lost" and that it 
must be made up' somehow. Then 
the administration's procedure us- 
ually is to propose some even more 
vicious tax wh'ich will hurt busi- 
ness even more—not intentionally, 
of course, but based on some new- 
fangled notion of so-called reform. 


What is indeed puzzling is why 


the 
administration does not say 


"well, if $40,000,000 in revenue is 
not going to be available, maybe 
we had better look somewhere in- 
side of that $7,000.000,000 annual 
budget and find out if we cannot 
possibly lop off $40,000,000." 


. Economy Possible 


After all, $40,000,000 is just a little 


more than one-half of one per cent 
of the entire federal budget for a 
year, and it is quite possible for 
economies to be found which would 
take care of a bad clause that has 
been removed from the tax revenue 
list- 


It is most/disappointing to find 


the administration, year after year, 
looking at the subject of taxation 
through the spectacles of an execu- 
tioner of profits rather than a con- 
structive helper of employment. It 
apparently doesn't matter to the 
Roosevelt spokesmen how much 
damage a tax does, so long as it 
gouges the taxpayer and results in 
a yield of a certain number of dol- 
lars and cents. 


Thus, the principal motive behind 


the undistributed Surplus tax was 
not revenue-getting at all. It was 
punitive. It was a tax aimed at 
forcing a change in the whole eco- 
nomic system. The real reason for 
forcing dividends into circulation, 
even though it weakened the cap- 
ital structure 
and reserves of a 


business, was to follow out the half- 
baked theory of certain treasury 
officials on the subject of how the 
American economic system should 
be administered. 


The undistributed Surplus tax 


had a great deal to do with bring- 
ing on the present Roosevelt reces- 
sion. It never yielded the revenue 
which the sponsors of the proposal 
promised and it probably did many 
times the damage in dollars than 
came from the actual receipts of the 
tax. 


Make Up Loss 


Take also the proposed tax on 


what was termed "closed" corpora- 
tions, which are in reality family- 
owned affairs built up by father 
and son or close relatives. The 
house of representatives refused to 
countenance this form of tax insan- 
ity proposed by Mr. Roosevelt's ex- 
perts, and now the treasury is com- 
plaining that the expected revenue

The whole procedure 
shows a 


lack of planning and a lack of un- 
derstanding of the basic principle 
which American business considers 
is at the root of our present trouble 
in the business world, namely the 
difference between 
incentive to 


make profits out of which taxes can 
be collected and punishment for 
being successful. The' administra- 
tion denies the charge most vehe- 
mently, but its acts speak louder 
than its words—punitive taxation is 
ingrained in administration policy 
to such an extent that "rubber 
stamp" congressmen on Capitol Hill 
are quaking in their boots lest they 
incur administration displeasure by 
voting against some of the newly 
invented forms of torture for busi- 
ness through so-called tax revision. 


The record thus far in congress 


has been such that the term destruc- 
tive is probably too mild to apply. 
A supposedly responsible group of 
representatives of the people have 
been meeting for several months 
while the country has been clamor- 
ing for'some relief that might help 
business get on its feet Business is 
in the throes of one of the most 
severe downward curves in all 
American history. In some respects, 
the precipitate nature of the down- 
ward movement of business within 
a given length of time had no pre- 
cedent or parallel. And yet, when 
business says it cannot go ahead 
unless there is an equitable tax sys- 
tem and-a better handling of gov- 
ernment expenses, the administra- 
tion shows a remarkable indiffer- 
ence to such pleas and deliberately 
introduces new kinds of tax fur- 
ther to impair confidence in the 
future. 


People Must Decide 


Under such circumstances, the 


American people are going to have 
to decide whether they want to 
clean out the rubber stamps in con- 
gress or continue to suffer from the 
ravages of a depression which will 
not be cured till the persons who 
have the responsibility of operating 
business can see daylight ahead. 


Handling of the tax bill has re- 


vealed that the administration real- 
ly has not taken seriously the ad- 
vico of its own friends in the busi- 
ness world, but has insisted on fore-

gave a picture of the relation of the United States to the development of 
the idea of a united group of nations in the Americas, an idea which 
originated with the Spanish-American patriot. Simon Bolivar. In this 
country Henry Clay was the foremost exponent and most ardent support- 
er, of-the recognition by the United States of the new states which had 
broken away from Spain in the early nineteenth century, said the speak- 
•«." During Monroe's administration, 
he said. England proposed a joint 
agreement with the United States 
to-.regulate affairs with the Latin 
American countries. Monroe sought 
the advice of Jefferson and Madi- 
son, be continued, and all three 
separately considered the matter 
and came to the same conclusion, 
namely, the advisability of such an 
alliance with. England. 
: •- -However, • -John Quincy Adams, 
then secretary of; state, opposed the

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FRO TRAINERS 
By Ozark Ripley

ODERIN1TY has forced the 
city dweller who is an addict 
of birds dogs to consider pro- 


fessional trainers as essential. They 
have to have them to break and 
develop their field trial and shoot- 
ing dogs, as well as condition ex- 
perienced dogs for the shooting sea- 
son. Old conditions no longer pre- 
vail. Near large cities there are no 
longer available grounds for the 
amateur to train his dogs. Condi- 
tioning near a city is almost out 
of the question, since death stares 
almost every dog m the face that 
attempts to cross a public highway. 
Seemingly many drivers of cars 
think they are obliged to speed 
up all of the time and the matter 
of killing a dog is of no conse- 
quence. 


Another thing which prevents the 


amateur from accomplishing much 
within a reasonable distance of his 
city, town or village, is the scarc- 
ity of birds. If he wants to have his 
dog trained and experienced pro- 
peily, unless he has the time every 
day to travel as far as the haunts 
of quail, pheasant or chickens, his 
dog will never get the necessary 
contact 
with birds 
which 
they 


should have before the shooting 
season. 


At the present times profession- 


al trainers are very 
convenient. 


Their charges are moderate, and 
because they have their training 
quarters usually where game is 
fairly abundant, they can give dogs 
experience such as is denied the 
average amateur, though many am- 
ateurs, when all the right conditions 
are at their beckoning, are just 
as capable as professionals. 


Years ago many public trainers 


were unjustly charged with many 
crimes which they never commit- 
ted. When a dog died in their hands 
— and thousands of dogs die annual- 
ly in the hands of the most expert 
amateurs despite the care they give 
them — immediately the pro was ac- 
cused of disposing of these dogs to 
hunters for a fabulous price and re- 
porting falsely that they had suc- 
cumbed to some disease. The truth 
of the matter was that without the 
transfer of registration papers be- 
ing signed by the owners the best 
dog in the world would not bring 
more than a few dollars. There 
never was and is not now, thc 
slightest inducement or temptation 
for a professional trainer to dis- 
pose of a dog illegally. 


Reputation Damaged 


A bad thing once happened when 


a dog died in the hands of a pro — 
for, without the slightest proof the 
owner accused the trainer of sell- 
ing it to someone else, and told ev- 
erybody he knew that this was fact. 
Later when he discovered his error 
to a certainty, he wrote an apolo- 
getic letter to the trainer. But it was 
too late. The damage to thc train- 
er's reputation was now irrepar- 
able. The word of his dishonesty 
had sifted into too many ears to the 
letter be of any avail. 


Present day trainers usually are 


exceedingly competent In one way 
they save dog owners a lot of mon- 
ey. For a small fee they will try; 
out the dog before deciding to train 
it and positively tell thc owner 
whether it is a prospect which will 
ever be worth the training charg-

ACCURATE SWINGING 


By means of taped lines 
run- 


ning across each other at right an- 
gles, a golfer can gain a measure 
of constructive practice by a close 
check-up on stroke fundamentals 
With the ball teed in the center of 
the intersecting lines, the player 
can align his club at right angles to 
Ihe line of flight and the ball in 
easy fashion. In taking the club 
back, the procedure is to push the 
clubhcad straight back along the 
tape for a considerable distance in 
the manner Eobby Jones is illus- 
trated doing above. 


The left hand furnishes the mo- 


tive power at this stage and the 
clubhead will turn inside this line 
as the club travels backward, but 
the groundwork of a full swing 
has been started by this motion. 
On the downslroke the clubhead 
should come into the ball at right 
angles to the line, the diagrammed 
lines again showing the player the 
correct path to follow.
